Claims 1-11, 13 and 18 are pending. 
Response to Applicants Remarks: 

Double Patenting 

Applicants have filed terminal disclaimer obviating the previously presented double 
patenting rejection. 

Objection 

Applicants' amendments to claims overcome part of the preciously presented 

objections. As such the rejection is maintained for reasons of record. Claims 1 , 2, 7-1 1 , 

13, 18 and dependent claims are drawn to compounds that are not part of the elected 

Group I. See Applicants papers filed 12/09/2008. 

The Examiner has restricted claims 1-11, 15, 15, and 17-21 iuto nine groups. Applicants 
elect Group .1 (containing claims 1-11, 13, and 19; drawn to "compounds of formula I 
wherein 1 1 j.s mono or hicychc carbocycte uwsobsfhuted except for tbe direct attachment of 
the two nitrogens bearing R3 and R4 moieties ' 1 \ \ >is in oi at)}. 

Thus compounds corresponding to the variables p = 1 and q = 1 of the group L1 are 

outside the subject matter of the elected Group I. Thus the suggestion made by the 

examiner with regards to the above limitations is not found in the presently amended 
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claims. Applicants are also advised to exclude compounds, if present, from the list of 
compounds of claim 1 1 corresponding to species wherein p and q are 1 . 

Claims 3-5 are free of prior art. 

Amendments to claims are insufficient to place the claims in condition for 
allowance.
